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Rep: Calling 
all landlords 


Wants landlords’ help when 
$3 million Main Street project begins

Downtown Andover is 
expecting a multi-million-dollar 
makeover, but Andover State 
Rep. Barry Finegold said the 
construction is not going to take 
care of all the downtown’s blem- 
ishes. For that, the landlords 
need to do their part. 

Invitations have been mailed 
out to more than a dozen Main 
Street property owners for a 
meeting to inform the landlords 
about the state and town plans to 
redesign Main Street. At the 
meeting, Finegold also wants to 
discuss what he believes are the 
unofficial standards for main- 
taining downtown property. The 
gathering will take place next 
Thursday, Nov. 6 at 8 a.m. 

According to Finegold, about 
20 to 30 percent of the down- 
town buildings need some 
restoration. He believes that is 
enough to harm the downtown 
renovation and beautification 


effort on which the state will 
spend $2.5 million and Andover 
Town Meeting has voted to 
spend another $573,500. 

So what is Finegold after? 
Only a fresh coat of paint and 
clean entrance ways, he said. 

“We're not telling them to 
make structural changes,” he 
said. “I would like to see this 
group become more active in the 
community. I don’t think that’s a 
lot to ask.” 

Finegold said when landlords 
let the appearance of their build- 
ing slide, it can stand out as an 
eyesore to the community. 

“There’s no excuse for that,” 
he said. “This is more than just 
an investment for people. It 
should be more than just an 
investment, more than just a 
monthly paycheck.” 

Finegold said he is not only 
concerned as a state representa- 
tive, but as a longtime resident of

Number of theories suggested

Just one year after High Plain 
Elementary School opened, how 
did it wind up with more stu- 
dents than it was designed to 
hold? It depends on who you 
ask. But no one involved in the 
redistricting effort of two years 
ago believes the redistricting 


plan is flawed. Some suggest 
parents at highly enrolled 
schools should wait out what 
they believe is a temporary 
crunch. 

The idea of trying a “mini- 
redistricting” has been men- 
tioned by the superintendent to 
deal with the crowded condi- 
tions at High Plain Ele- 
mentary. But so far the 
idea has been rejected by 
parents and educators at 
that school. 

A five-year projection 
of school enrollments 
published by the schools 
business office showed 
that High Plain Elemen- 
tary’s enrollments will 
continue to be greater than 
the school’s capacity until 
2008. The 2005-06 school 
year is expected to be the 
worst, with High Plain 
being 34 students above 
capacity. 

The townwide redis- 
tricting of two years ago 
was a six-month process,

As Halloween approaches, meet an Andover sculptor 
who’s turned making eerie figures into an art form

jor an early Halloween 
| ee — or trick — enter 

the eerie world of 
sculptor Pat Keck, Andover’s 
honorary queen of creep. A 
small wooden head with two 
black holes for eyes stares 
lifelessly from a shelf above 
a workbench in her studio. 
Large wooden limbs lie on 
another shelf, packed away 
from an old exhibit. A block 
of wood with a penciled out- 
line of a torso sits on the 
floor, waiting for Keck to 
free it from the block, give it 
arms, legs and breath life 
into it. 

Keck’s pale, lifelike 
sculptures are part-puppet, 
part-mannequin. They have 
delighted and repulsed view- 
ers in town and at major 
museums, A retrospective of 
her work, “Puppets, Ghosts 
and Zombies; The sculpture 
of Pat Keck” runs at the 
DeCordova Museum in Lin- 
coln, until Jan 18. 

The show has emptied 
Keck’s studio of most of her 
creations and most of the 
heads, limbs and extremities 
that usually litter the walls 
and floor. Only one sculpture, 
called “Bat Man,” remains

Keck is well aware of the 
effect her work has on some 
people. A wedding party that 
was to be held at the DeCor- 
dova Museum this fall was 
thrown into disarray when 
the bride — who had a phobia 
of puppets - found Keck’s 
work all over the building. 
“Apparently it was a real 
issue,” says Keck. 

Even animals have taken 
a fright of Keck’s work. A 
life size wooden zebra Keck 
created sits in the scrap area 
of her yard. Keck was com- 
missioned to make it for a 
schoolyard, but it was 
returned to her because a per- 
sistent vandal kept attacking 
it. When the zebra took up 
residence in her yard, an old

The Andover Girls Swim team lost 
its 2000 state championship and now 
it is facing the loss of one of its swim- 
mers. 

Elizabeth Mancuso, a senior at 
Andover High School, is holding 
onto her spot on the team by the skin 
of a lawsuit’s teeth. The Massachu- 
setts Interscholastic Athletic Associa- 
tion has ruled that she in not eligible 
to compete this year after denying a 
request for a waiver that would have 
let her stay with the team. 

During this process, MIAA also 
stripped Andover of its 2000 state 
championship, saying Mancuso 
should not have competed for the 
team in 2000, after transfering from 
Austin Preparatory School.

“I gather she is an outstanding 
swimmer, obviously,” said Paul Wet- 
zel, MIAA media representative, not- 
ing she swam for Austin Prep’s varsi- 
ty squad as an eighth-grader. 

During Mancuso’s freshman year 
at Austin Prep she swam for the Mer- 
rimack Valley Pirates — a swim club 
the MIAA deems to hold the same 
status as a varsity team. 

According to MIAA regulations, 
students are allowed to participate in 
only four years of competition at a 
varsity level while they are in high 
school. Wetzel said the year on the 
Austin Prep swim team does not 
count since Mancuso was in eighth 
grade.

There 
is no guarantee that anyone on the 
guest list will show up, or that it 
will have any effect on how prop- 
erty owners maintain their build- 
ings Finegold said if he does not 
get what he considers a reasonable 
response, the last resort will be to 
take action and do what he can to

What trick-or-treaters in town might be

After 48 years of living in the 
same Claremont, N.H. home, 
Charles and Lucille McLaughlin 
made a difficult, but necessary 
move to the Pathways - the 
Alzheimer’s residential program at 
Marland Place on Stevens Street. 

Lucille McLaughlin was diag- 
nosed with Alzheimer’s two years 
ago and is in the mid stages of the 
disease. Charles McL aughlin, her 
husband, has not been diagnosed 
with Alzheimer’s, but is legally 
blind. He can only make out occa- 
sional shadows or patches of light,

uation under the circumstances. 
“They're lucky in that sense,” he 
said. 

He said they are also well 
matched, even if his father is not in 
the same mental state as his mother. 

“She is still living 10, 20 years 
ago, when he could see. She thinks 
he’s just § goofing off and pretending 
he can’t see,” he said about his moth- 
er. “She is pleasantly confused, with 
an emphasis on pleasant. She doesn't 
know what she doesn’t know.” 

His father is aware of what is 
being lost and has a little bit harder 
time coming to terms. 

“He’s having a real hard time 
because he’s frustrated that he can’t 
remember things,” he said. 

Due to glaucoma, he lived for 15 
to 20 years with limited vision. An 
unsuccessful operation in June 
stripped him of more of his sight, 
said Tom McLaughlin. 


“When he lost what remained of 


his limited vision, he could no longer 
rely on my mother,” said Tom 
McLaughlin. 

In July, his parents relocated to 
Marland Place. They now live in 
what looks like an L-shaped studio 
apartment with their own belongings 
in one of 25 living quarters for 
Alzheimer’s patients. They are given 
three meals a day, supervised, pro- 
vided with activities and thankfully, 
their son said, are still together. 

“My mother says periodically

she’s going home at the end of the 
week.” he said, something that is 
not always easy for him and his 
father to hear. 

Outside the doors of each unit, 
Pathways keeps what is known as a 
shadow box. It is designed to help 
residents know which unit is theirs 
by containing personal belonging 
that trigger their memory. Lucille 
McLaughlin has packed her shad- 
ow box away, along with all of the 
photographs 1 in her new setting. 

“I could always tell my mother 
she’s not going home, she’s never 
going home, that we’re in the 
process of selling the house. She 
would be crushed and then forget it 
the next day,” he said. “In fact, it’s a 
bit cruel to repetitively give her bad 
news. 

So he and his father do their best 
to change the subject and not cor- 
rect her. 

Muller, the director of commu- 
nity relations at Marland Place, said 
the disease gives meaning to the 
term ignorance is bliss, but the 
beginning stages can be scary for a 
person who realizes they are forget- 
ting more and more as Alzheimer’s 
progresses. Mid-stage patients are no 
longer aware of what they don't 
know. 

“The research is ever changing,” 
she said. “It’s becoming more and 
more of a topic people are interested 
in hearing about.” 

Muller said the first drug for mid- 
stage patients was released recently. 
The drugs are designed to have 
patients plateau at a certain stage of 
the disease. There is no cure. 

“Memory loss is not a normal part 
of aging,” said Bernadette Graycar, 
assistant program coordinator for the 
Andover Senior Center. 

Graycar said the idea behind 
offering the Nov. 3 lecture at the 
senior center, offering a future four- 
part series and trying to start an 
early-stage support group has to do 
with providing education. She said 
30 to 40 people are expected to 
attend Auerbach’s talk and it is open 
to anyone who wants to know more 
about the disease and receive up-to- 
date information from someone 
involved in the medical and research 
areas of Alzheimer’s.

Firemen’s Ball 
celebrates its 
132nd year 


n November 1963 Andover’s then 
Fire Chief Bill Downs wanted the 
country’s president from Massa- 
chusetts — John F. Kennedy — to 
attend his department's annual fire- 
men’s ball. So, he sent an invitation to 
Washington, D.C. 

“TI got a nice 
note from a secre- 
tary saying he 
couldn’t come 
because he was 
going to Dallas,” 
Downs recalled at 
last Friday’s Fire- 
men’s Ball, 
adding, “...still 
have it some- 
where.” 

It is a chilling 
memory, but 
Downs stressed it 
also shows how 
steeped in history 
the ball is. That 
year, 1963, is the only time in the 
event’s 132-year history that the 
Andover Firemen’s Ball was canceled. 
The ball was canceled as a tribute to 
President Kennedy, who was assassinat- 
ed during his fateful trip to Dallas. 

The ball has gone on every year 
since then, raising money for the 
group’s Relief Association, which gives 
money to deceased members’ families. 

This year’s ball was held at the Wyn- 
dham Andover with about 120 people 
attending. 

Attendees included several firefight- 
ers, their spouses and other family 
members, along with supporters from 
around town. Each paid $35 for a ticket.

Nearby, Andover’s only 
selectman/disc jockey, Ted Teichert, 
handled the tunes for the evening as he 
also has a fireman brother, Eric Teichert. 

Mary Cuticchia of Andover worked 
the raffle sales at the event, selling tick- 
ets that attendees purchased and then 
dropped in baskets for several auction 
items. Her husband is Fire Lt. James 
Cuticchia. 

Those items included gift certificates 
from many local businesses and pho- 
tographs of sports stars. 

“Tt’s just a great event for the cause,” 
said Fire Chief Charles Murnane. “It’s a 
great night for all the guys and it’s good 
to see the support from around town.” 

Fire Lt. Scott Gibson of Andover has 
been the key organizer for the ball for 
the past few years. But he stressed to 
the crowd that he gets lots of help run- 
ning the event from his wife, Jo-Anne 
Gibson. 

Gibson named two people when he 
welcomed the crowd just as dinner was 
served. The late Rita Guillmette, wife of 
Lt. Armand Guillmette, was remem- 
bered. So was PFC Evan O'Neill, 19, 
an Army paratrooper who was killed in 
Afghanistan last month. Evan O'Neill 
was the son of Andover Fire Lt. 
Michael O'Neill and his wife, Barbara. 

Gibson also recognized Sarah Pear- 
son, the only teen there. The 14-year-old 
was just 3 months old when Andover 
firefighters rescued her from her fami- 
ly’s burning home on Temple Place in 
1989. 

Firemen Ricky Dalton and Cliff Pat- 
tullo took Sarah from the arms of her 
mother, Lynda McNeil. Then, they 
helped McNeil out in a difficult ladder 
rescue. 

“This is our 13th ball,” said McNeil, 
who attended with her husband, Brad 
Pearson. “I attend because I want to 
thank them and also let them see Sarah 
grow up.” 

“They saved my life,” Sarah added. 

Gibson also reminded the crowd of 
McNeil’s recent walk from Andover to 
New York City, which she made to 
show support for all firefighters. 

The 53-year-old walked 300 miles 
this summer, despite her arthritis.

‘Leap of faith’ 


amp teaches support and good 
decisions — 50 feet off the ground

OST PEOPLE ARE FAMILIAR with the 
trust exercise where people let 
themselves fall backward into the 
arms of friends or co-workers. 

Wood Hill Middle School seventh- 
graders will learn that lesson and then some 
next week at a Maine boarding school 
where they will rappel from trees, walk on a 
balance beam 35 feet off the ground, and 
leap from the top of a telephone pole to a 
trapeze bar — all with the help of their class- 
mates. 

It’s not all about circus tricks, said Bob 
Grant, director for the Leadership Decision 
Institute (LDI) at Camp Kieve in Noble- 
boro, Maine. 

“The ropes course is a metaphor,” he 
said. Every kid will be harnessed to four 
friends on the ground who will stabilize and 
hold them safely in the air. “It’s peer support 
instead of peer pressure,” said Grant. “It’s a 
leap of faith.” 


LDI is considered a “non-traditional, 
limited-purpose school” in Maine, said 
Grant. Days are structured with five classes 
per day and after-class time for students to 
reflect on what they've learned and for 
social activities. There are classes on rela- 
tionships and communication, dealing with 
bullies or threats and making positive deci- 
sions when offered choices such as alcohol 
and other drugs. 

Grant said many of the classes are held 
outdoors and are active. One activity he 
mentioned was having students cross an 
imaginary river without breaking a human 
chain. During their time after class, students 
have built small egg-carrying vehicles and 
crash-tested them and spent time on the 
school’s climbing wall, for instance. 

Patrick Bucco, Wood Hill Middle School 
assistant principal, spearheaded the effort to 
promote the trip. Bucco experienced the 
program while working in the Newburyport 
school system. 


“It’s a fantastic program,” he said. “Ado- 
lescence is a tough time. The idea is to give 
them the tools the right way, because (kids) 
don’t always make the right choice,” he 
said. “The goal is to develop adolescents 
into leaders.” 

Regarding the program’s relationship 
class, Bucco said seventh-graders are dating 
or thinking about dating and it is important 
to teach them to make healthy decisions. He 
said it is important for students to be able 
recognize healthy friendships as well. 
“Friends at this age — it’s tough (for kids) to 
figure out who their friends are,” he said. 

Grant said it is important to work with 
adolescents before they get to high school 
and are less willing to accept guidance. 
“This is an age (when) kids are open, 
they’re honest about what’s going on,” he 
said. 

Grant said approximately 10,000 stu- 
dents go through the LDI program each

New school already over capacity

Znamierowski were also involved in 
the process. The redistricting commit- 
tee endorsed a plan to redistrict the ele- 
mentary and middle schools and the 
School Committee voted to put that 
plan in place. 

Those involved with the redistrict- 
ing process offer different theories for 
why some schools are already overca- 
pacity. 


Grams: Three factors 

Former Redistricting Task Force 
member Annette Grams said the com- 
mittee’s plan was to open High Plain 
Elementary with 507 students, or 89 
percent of the building’s 564 student 
capacity. Grams said there are three 
factors that drove High Plain’s num- 
bers to reach full capacity when it 
opened in September 2003, and to 
continue growing this year. 


Grams said empty-nesters — older 
residents whose kids have moved out 
— leaving town is one reason for the 
housing turnover that brought kids to 
High Plain Elementary. Grams said 
when she was on the task force, real- 
tors were interested in knowing which 
homes would send their kids to the 
new schools. “Realtors really started 
plugging (High Plain neighborhoods) 
after the new lines were drawn,” said 
Grams. 

Grams said the choice of Brenda 
O’Brien as principal of High Plain - 
also announced after the redistricting 
lines were chosen — discouraged par- 
ents from sending their kids to Shaw- 
sheen, the town’s K-2 magnet school. 
Grams said that O’Brien is a popular 
principal and many good teachers trav- 
eled with her from Shawsheen to her 
new school. 

“How does Shawsheen compete 
with that?” she said.

Grams said an enrollment projec- 
tion released by the schools business 
office in October 2000 projected 270 
kids at Shawsheen during the 2002-03 
school year. Shawsheen has 205 stu- 
dents, according to the latest numbers 
from the business office. 


Tuttle: Impossible to finger 

Tuttle, the schools business admin- 
istrator, said he doesn’t know how stu- 
dent enrollment at High Plain Elemen- 
tary got so high. 

“The committee did a good job with 
existing data. It’s impossible for me to 
put my finger on,” said Tuttle. 

Tuttle recalled trying to open High 
Plain with more than 507 students, or 
90 to 95 percent capacity. 

“We wanted it to be fair. We didn’t 
want one school to be more crowded 
than another,” he said. Tuttle said it 
was a surprise that High Plain opened 
with as many students as it did. “I 


don’t have an explanation,” he said. 


Gustus: Intended to have more at 
High Plain 

Gustus recalls the intent of the 
redistricting plan differently, saying 
High Plain Elementary was meant to 
open with more students than the other 
elementary schools. “The new school 
was intended to take the extra burden 
because it was new. It was a conscious 
decision to do that,” he said. 

Gustus said the idea was that people 
wanted to be in the newer school and 
the newer facilities would handle a 
greater number of students better than 
smaller, older schools. 

Gustus said fluctuations in enroll- 
ment are normal and always happen. 
“Bubbles are unavoidable,” he said. 


Znamierowski: Movement within 
town 
Znamierowski said in-town move- 


MA 


ment could have affected numbers. 

“Believe it or not, people do move 
(within) town to move to another 
school district,” she said. Znamierows- 
ki was impressed with the redistricting 
committee and their work. 

“They worked very, very diligently. 
They had a very hard task.” she said. 

Grams, Tuttle and Gustus all said 
they thought the schools should hold 
off on any new redistricting plans. 

“I think we should give it some 
more time. I think the impact of it will 
lesson,” said Tuttle. 

At High Plain, O’Brien said last 
week that parents she has spoken to 
have not wanted their children to have 
to switch schools again. 

O’Brien said she would try to find a 
way to accommodate the extra stu- 
dents in the building before consider- 
ing any redistricting.

“My first two years at the high school I partic 
ipated in the Philosophy Club, and I was kind of 
bummed out it wasn’t going to happen this year,” 
said Rusckowski, who is helping find auction 
items. “I figured if no one else was going to raise 
the money, I should do it myself.” 

The fund-raiser is the latest in several moves 
by the cash-strapped high school to pass costs on 
to families. Parking fees have risen, the district 
now charges high school and middle school stu- 
dents to ride the bus, and the parents of athletes 
must pay a fee. 

The district has also laid off teachers and cus- 
todians, reduced other employees’ work hours, 
and cut back physical education, health, arts, for- 
eign languages, technology and other programs. 

“Unfortunately, with all these budget cuts, par- 
ents have to do more than simply write a check or 
stand on the sidelines.” said parent Lisa McDon- 
ald, who is helping organize the fund-raiser. 
“Times have changed since I was in school, that’s 
for sure.” 

McDonald has helped run casino events in the 
past as former president of the Andona Society, 
which raises money for scholarships, school 
groups and youth activities. Ellen Travers, co- 
president of the high school Parent Advisory 
Council and a former Andona vice president, said 
the group made sure Anderson and Superinten- 


dent Claudia Bach approved of a casino night 
before going ahead with the fund-raiser. 

“Since it’s a totally adult, off-campus event, we 
figured it would be OK,” she said. 

One of those who will benefit is Teiko Akufo, 
a 16-year-old junior who is helping collect auc- 
tion items out of her dedication to the school’s 
Drama Guild, she said. She has sung and danced 
in four shows in the past two years, spending 15 
hours a week in rehearsals for two months every 
semester. This fall she will be part of the cast of 
The Who’s Tommy. 

“In drama, the show must go on no matter 
what, so you learn to be very disciplined,” Akufo 
said. “Theater boosted my self-confidence. I'm no 
longer as shy in front of groups of people.” 

She will be going to members of other clubs 
and asking them to donate chores for parents to 
buy at the auction — tasks like mowing a lawn, 
singing at a party or baby-sitting. 

“Student fund-raising is a good idea, because it 
gives us a chance to get more involv ed,” she said. 
“Tt brings out leadership qualities, and you feel 
your efforts are helping the schools. You can 
study as much as you want, but it doesn’t help the 
fact that your school is lacking in fun.”
